@.... Bolt's masterpiece made a fitting chal- 
lenge as Ridley's millennium theatrical produc- 
tion. In the early stages of the unfolding drama, 
Thomas More asks the ambitious Richard Rich: 
"Why not be a teacher? You'd be a fine teacher. 
Perhaps a great one." The uncertain Rich replies: 
"And if I was, who would know it?" More tells 
him, "You, your pupils, your friends, God. Not a 
bad public that......oh, and a quiet life". A wry 
smile crossed the faces of both Geoff Grove 
(splendid in the part) and several colleagues in 
the audience at this dramatic irony. To the list 
who "would know it", these days might be added 
"your Department Head, your Headmaster, your 
advisees, their parents" and probably a long list 
of others, and the notion of "a quiet life" disap- 
peared with log tables and the cane. 


Two recent milestones made New Year 
2001 a watershed in Ridley's evolution. 
First, the definitive history of the 
school, "Ridley: A Canadian School", 
was launched. It was a labour of love by 
w@aichard Bradley and Paul Lewis, two of 
4). finest teachers the school has 
known, and it is a delight to Ridleians 
all. In addition to painting the story of 
Ridley against the background canvas of 
Canada's unfolding nationhood, they 
manage to capture the essence of the 
place—the special something, which 
some call the "Ridley spirit". They surely 
dispel any notion of "a quiet life", and 
they portray a number of the "great 
teachers" who have influenced Ridleians 
over the years. 


The second milestone was the assump- 
tion of the Board Chairmanship by 
Crawford Gordon OR ‘56, taking over 
as Harry Daniel's term ended. At the celebratory 
dinner marking this, Harry spoke with justified 
pride of the work of his Board, paying tribute to 
its various working committees and to the 
Faculty — those "fine teachers" again. Crawford's 
team, however, will see us confronting some 
mighty tasks. The reconstruction of our south 
ampus as "Alumni Hall" probably looms largest 
his "to do" list. It amounts to a most exciting 
and necessary undertaking. Simultaneously our 
attention is directed towards the consequences of 
losing Grade 13 in 2003, and the associated 


"Ontario university crunch": we must meet this 
challenge also with maximum resourcefulness. 
There are certain to be significant changes to our 
program to accommodate the new demands. 
These will need to be skillfully implemented, and 
it will be important to "hold fast to that which is 
good" in the process—our respect for honoured 
traditions, our international flavour, the diversity 
of the Ridley experience. Fortunately there is 
good momentum and strong support as we move 
forward under Mr. Gordon's leadership. 


We are all conscious, as we enter uncharted terri- 
tories, of our debt to our predecessors—men like 
the late David MacLachlan OR '45, whose 
memorial service in December left one in awe of

At the International 
Independent Schools’ Public Speaking Competition 
in Toronto in October, 50 schools and 150 competi- 
tors from throughout North and South America, 
Great Britain and Cyprus participated in the 4-day 
showcase of the speaking arts. As a team, Ridley 
placed 8th in the Impromptu Speaking and Ian 
Davies , in his first international appearance, placed 
8th in Dramatic Interpretation, coming very close to 
reaching the finals. Geoff Grove ‘Ol won the highly 
competitive Parliamentary Debate, becoming only 
the second Ridleian to earn this distinction.

As a member of an association of independent school debating 
teams, Ridley belongs to the prestigious Fulford League of 
Debating. This league features a major debate in each of the three 
school terms. Twenty-two member schools throughout Ontario - 
from Ashbury College, Ottawa in the northeast to Ridley College, 
St. Catharines in the southwest - take part in these highly competi- 
tive tournaments. Each member school is required to host a tourna- 
ment once every seven years. Ridley College took its turn on 
November 11, 2000. 


This massive undertaking involved months of planning. A dedicat- 
ed committee of staff, students, and parents watched over the myri- 
ad of details required to put on this event. Under the direction of 
master-in-charge of Debating, Paul O'Rourke, this team worked 
hard to ensure that the day would be a memorable one. Parents 
Bev Davies and Cathy Hopkins worked diligently to ensure that 
over one hundred judges were present to assess the three rounds of 
twenty debates taking place throughout the school. Judges were 
culled from the ranks of the Ridley community (parents, alumni, 
faculty and friends), and the greater community of Niagara includ- 
ing Brock University and Niagara College. Faculty support was pro- 
vided by James McLaughlin and Ellen Foster who each played a 
significant role in preparing the fifty plus Ridley students who per- 
formed as hosts, timers, moderators, and in other capacities. Ridley 
College Debating Society captain, Geoff Grove ‘01, coordinated 
the schedule of events for the visiting debaters. 


One of the unique features of the league is that the host school 
does not actually compete for the day's honours- The Bryan Jones 
Trophy for junior debaters and the Fulford Cup Trophy for seniors. 
Instead, the host school concentrates its energies on ensuring that 
the day is run smoothly. Another unique feature of the league is 
the coordinate format of the debate. That is, each school provides 
two junior and two senior debaters who are paired randomly with 
competitors from other schools. Thus, a student from Trinity

College may find himself/herself paired with a debater from St. 
Clement's School for one round, Upper Canada College for anoth- 
er, and Havergal for a third. This system ensures a random mixture 
takes place, and that camaraderie is fostered amongst all of the 
competitors. 


The highlight of the day at Ridley was the showcase debate in the 
Mandeville Theatre which featured the top six debaters in the 
senior category in a round of parliamentary debate. All of the com- 
petitors, coaches, student volunteers, and many judges and interest- 
ed parties were present. As you can imagine, the best six debaters 
out of a pool of 80 competitors are bound to be impressive, and 
impressive they were in the showcase round. Both sides of the main 
resolution- Computers Are the Tombstones of Freedom- were 
explored and expostulated by these outstanding student debaters 
while the tabulation room compiled the day's results. 


Headmaster Rupert Lane was on hand in the Mandeville Theatre 
to assist with the presentation of the trophies and citations of indi- 
vidual merit. Of course, the Ridley students were not represented 
in the winner's circle as they did not compete in the debate due to 
their hosting responsibilities, but they were on hand in great num- 
bers to applaud the accomplishments of the visitors. For the record, 
Donald Lilly of Upper Canada College, and Chris Parkes of 
Ashbury College, won the senior and junior categories aoa 
The Bryan Jones Trophy for combined team placement in the 
junior division went to Bishop Strachan School, while the senior 
equivalent, the Fulford Cup was captured by Ashbury College. 
After months of planning, and hours of deliberation, the Fulford 
Cup 2000 was finally over. It was a splendid example of what the 
Ridley community can accomplish when it pulls its resources 
together. Debating at Ridley was also strengthened as a result of 
this experience, as it took its place at the forefront of the speaking 
arts during one memorable day in November.

We are very pleased to be able to tell the Ridley community 
that we are well ahead of schedule in developing and 
improving the farm property, The Idle Plow, so generously 
donated to the School by the Burgoyne family. 


Since September, students from both the Middle School 
and Upper School have made excellent use of the farm for a 
wide variety of activities. These include a purple martin 
nesting program, bat and bird house construction by Middle 
School students under the direction of Giles Campbell, 
property improvement and trail making by Dave Whitty 
and his senior Physical Education classes and day use by 
grades all across the School for nature study, sketching, 
archery practice, science projects and just plain fun out- 
doors. The Plow has also been used by Houses for overnight 
stays. Some of the programs under way are described below. 


BIRD HABITAT CONSTRUCTION: 

We have purchased four Purple Martin houses from a com- 
pany called Natural Insect Control (www.naturalinsectcon- 
trol.com for you cottagers) located in Stevensville, Ontario, 
and have begun assembling and mounting these houses on 
the property. The owner of the company, Dave Mitchell, is 
a keen birder and is very interested in helping us establish 
Martin, Swallow and Bluebird colonies at the Idle Plow. A 
single Martin will eat up to 2000 mosquitoes a day so when

the colonies are established we should see a marked drop in 
the pest population. We have also set up a Bluebird, 
Swallow, Owl, Bat, Wren and Wood Duck nest box build- 
ing program which will allow students to build and place 
nest boxes for these birds about the property. 


POND IMPROVEMENTS: 

We have installed a below surface aerating system to oxy- 
genate the main pond and improve the quality of the water. 
Three separate bubble jets running off an aerating pump 
have been sunk in the middle of the pond and are now 
operational. Dave Whitty has been in touch with Quality 
Pond Management of Grassie, Ontario, and we are confi- 
dent that aeration, coupled with pest management 
control measures will help us clean up the pond and may 
even allow stocking of the pond with bass and other game 
fish come summer. We have started a mosquito control 
program that will make use of the property much more 
enjoyable. 





Just a warning for winter use. Since we must run the “Vp 

over the winter to continue the pond rejuvenation, the ic” 
will be weak and will not support skaters. The pond area 
will be posted, but please be very careful about 
going on the ice this winter. The smaller 
pond at the far end of the property is | 
suitable, weather permitting, for : 
winter skating. 



















IN THE BARN: 


Structural repairs were completed by the end of June and 
the building can now accommodate large numbers of stu- 
dents on all levels. We are developing a lighting plan to 
provide better illumination throughout the building and 
will complete this as the budget allows. A classroom on the 
second level with bulletin boards and work tables is ready 
for use. A library of reference books on local wildlife and 
land management has been set up in the barn. This will be 
expanded as we learn more about the property. Bert 
Murphy, our Outdoor Education Consultant, has made a 
site map and is in the process of cataloging the flora and 
fauna found on the property. A collection of pressed leaves 
and flowers will be created as part of the inventory. 


THE FAR FIELD: 
The large field at the rear of the property has been seeded 
with a mixture of native grasses and wildflowers. This area 
is surrounded by bush and is as free from light pollution as 
you are likely to find anywhere in the Peninsula. This will 
ape a wonderful spot for camping and star-gazing once the 
Oo. takes hold. We have no intention of cutting the 
grass and bushes in this area since we want to see what the 
native plants will end up doing, but we will cut trails and 
camping areas. 


TRAILS: 

Bert Murphy has laid out a series of nature trails and has 
been working hard to clear debris and deadfalls from the 
walks. The Orange Trail has been marked and is open 
(details are to be found in the Idle Plow User Guide) and 
further trail development is under way. We hope to start 
putting up all-weather signs on typical specimens of the 
local vegetation to help visitors identify trees, shrubs and 
wildflowers. We are also developing a cross country ski trail, 
though this will not be ready for this winter season. 


THE WOODS: 
We have not been able to clear the woods of deadfalls yet 
and frankly we don’t want to turn the 40 acres of bush into 
a park. The thickets and deadfalls provide excellent cover 
and habitats for many birds and animals so we will not clear 
these out completely. We will try to take down dangerous 
eadfalls as time allows, but this is a long term project. The 
ance of being injured by a falling tree is quite remote, but 
do be alert if you are taking a little tramp in the woods!

THE GOLF COURSE: 

The resident geese have all gone away. We do get transient 
geese from time to time and will deal with these as soon as 
we see them. The course is in much better shape now than 
a year ago and we will be rigorous in discouraging geese 
from establishing new colonies. All donations of old golf 
equipment will be most welcome. 


PROJECT WILD: 

Project Wild is an outdoors program designed to help teach- 
ers introduce students to wildlife management and ecologi- 
cal studies. The training will be done by Bert Murphy and 
takes about 6 hours. After doing the training, teachers are 
certified “Project Wild’ and are given a project curriculum 
guide that contains hundreds of activities for all grade and 
age levels. The guide is very well done and indexed by age, 
subject and curriculum goals. Literally, a teacher can “plug 
and play” these activities directly from the text. Again, you 
don’t have to be an expert, but you do have to do the 
Project Wild training with Bert. If parents are interested in 
taking the Project Wild Course, please let Jim Bryan know 
and we will set up training sessions at the Idle Plow.

Only the gas station and coffee shop remain 
active today. These are the remnants of the busy little farming communities of the 
late 18 and early 19 hundreds. 


Crossing over the Mississippi River was another emotional high point — one 
felt the "American West" was truly behind — the ride more than half ovey per 
haps this was do-able after all — BPS le rr

indicated at the bottom of the page. Generally we rode in groups ‘of two to five 
people, however often one might ride for hours individually -help or assistance — 
was usually another rider within the group. Bike maintenance was a daily function 
carried out each evening at 5.00 p.m. Broken spokes = new tyres and tubes — bot- 
tom brackets — cables and brakes to adjust for 37 riders - the travelling mechanic 
was kept busy! 7 


4 Ohio,"The Buckeye State" — no, it is really "The Dog State" We met and 
were chased by more aggressive dogs in Ohio than any other state bar none — we 
covered 14 states invall. It gave us a chance to do some fast riding, albeit over 
short distances! One Rottweiler pursued us with 8 feet of chain still attached — he 
was large enough to have brought the entire doghouse with him! 


Ohio provided many small streams and rivers and therefore picturesque 
bridges. The rolling hills with rewarding vistas from the summit were also a pleas- 
‘ant change after two thousand miles of flat lands. The farms of Ohio now become 
smaller — in the West and mid West, everything seems to be vast — the ranches, 
corn and wheat fields, cattle and distances. Now variation — barns are smaller, 
boundaries are visible — horses cattle, sheep, and even lamas. 


The 21st of May — the ride, Niles, Ohio to Dunkirk, New York — 137 miles - 
it is the sixth day of rain so far. Fortunately, we only had nine days of rain on the 
entire trip and never more than a mild shower lasting a few hours — light nylon 
jacket and long cycle pants was an adequate defense. We all carried a storm weath- 
er cover-up but this was not required on our trip. A year earlier the Ride America 
group suffered through five days of snow in Arizona and New Mexico. Bad weather,

torrential rains, flooding, and record breaking high tempera- 
tures were either just ahead or just behind this fortunate 
eroup. 


In St. Joseph, Missouri, the Tornado Siren sounded at 
3.30 a.m. It spared our hotel but demolished the local car 
dealership along with the stock of new and used cars. Most of 
us finished the Tri-state Day (Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
York) with 144 miles on the clock — tired, but the trip North 
to the shores of Lake Erie was well worth it. Situated now in 
the vineyards of New York State was a reasonable excuse to 
try local wines — but only in moderation — there were still 
550 miles to cover and four days remaining! 


During the month, there was little time for museums and 
art galleries. However, Orchard Park, New York was a must. 
The largest private collection of bicycles, and bicycle arti- 
facts in the world. The history and evolution of cycling from 
the beginning — it was very interesting! 


The old Erie Canal — dormant — overgrown by trees with 
heavy arms — you have to imagine the barges that would 
have navigated this narrow waterway. Further on, the Erie 
Canal itself — red and green channel markers and modern 
day yachts heading to the Great Lakes. 


May 24th - another Tri-State Day — 115 miles (New 
York, Vermont, Massachusetts) After a warm morning ride — 
through Williamstown, New York and Williams College 
which is spectacular — then a surprise four mile uphill climb — 
the temperature drops to 47° with high winds and rain — the 
solution — don’t stop — pedal up and over and get down as 
quickly as one can! "Down" in this case was a 20 mile decent 
— top speed 49.7 m.p.h. - through Vermont, to Greenfield, 
Massachusetts. 


Greenfield, Massachusetts — awards night — this seemed 
strange with one day — 114 miles still to go! However, some 
would ride home to New Hampshire and Maine — others 
would race to catch a plane or depart with family upon 
arrival at Revere Beach. It was a special night — together for 
the last time — after so many days and miles together. Ron, 
the blind (tandem) rider, and Michael, the Captain, received 
a standing ovation and the coveted map of the continental 
United States that we had marked each day as we notched 
up the road miles. 


The ride to Boston was especially unique — yes, the end 
of 3500 miles, but the chance to stop in Ashburnham, 
Massachusetts to visit my son, Spencer, a student at Cushing 
Academy. 


The route was complicated — several pages long — made 
all the more trying by motorists blowing horns and yelling at 
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the cycle group. It was abundantly clear that we were nearing 
a major metropolitan centre. People — irritated and aggressive 
— something that we had avoided for the better part of 3500 
miles. 


Revere Beach — the Atlantic Ocean — our fellow cyclists 
were all a welcome sight to Steven Petty and me when we 
finished our last day at 4 p.m. 26th May, 2000. From Coast to 
Coast | had used nine inner tubes, four tyres, and had lost six 
pounds in body weight. 


During the crossing we (Steven and I) had received sup- 
port from the local community. The financial pledges will go 
to P.A.L.S. a local cancer care group. Its patient numbers, 
and therefore the financial requirements, are increasing each 
year. Although we are still collecting pledges, we are delight- 
ed to report that to date over $100,000 has been raised to 
support this vital charity. 


The ride has left me with many wonderful memories: 


e The flight out to California — the continent is vast 

e Oil Wells on the California coast are numerous 

e After hours on open roads in Arizona, a tree covered 
hill climb was a real relief 

¢ The sound of a distant train in the evening 

e ‘Trains out west — constantly running east to west — over 
120 cars or over a mile in length! 

e The warmth of the morning sun in the cool dawn ¢ 

¢ Bridges over numerous dry river beds in Arizona and 
New Mexico — awaiting a flashflood 

¢ Debbie, my wife, arriving in Dalhart, Texas. She joined 
the support team for two days 

¢ Riders who finished well after the main field — they 
demonstrated great determination 

e The tremendous energy of the five support team 
members 

e¢ The support of my wife and friends 

¢ Road condition — the surface — was generally good to 
excellent 

e The weather was very forgiving 

¢ Prevailing winds for the most part assisted our north 
and easterly trek 

¢ The joy and surprise of receiving so many unexpected 
pledges for PA.L.S. 


¢ The satisfaction of a long time dream turned into reality

Some have greatness thrust upon them 
y A Tribute to English teacher Richard Wright 


One of the remarkable things about Richard Wright as a prominent Canadian novelist is that 
not many students at Ridley are aware that he is one. They know him as an excellent teacher of 
English. He does not seek celebrity status. “Some have greatness thrust upon them” is a state- 
ment that came to mind when | attended his citation for Honorary Doctor of Letters at Brock 
University in October. He wasn’t exactly dragged kicking and screaming to the stage to deliver 
his convocation address to the graduates, but typically it was an accolade unsought all the same. 


The theme of his address was, inevitably, our “inescapable need for narrative” and the threat to 
its survival in an age mindlessly hooked on the easy visual delights of our electronic culture. He 
openly wondered if “constant and passive submission to the visual doesn’t weaken and atrophy 
our imaginations, make us less open somehow to authentic experience” as opposed to something 
called virtual reality. 


He spoke of the danger of losing “something precious and 
vital to the human spirit, namely our capacity to receive sto- 
ries that are unadulterated; stories that have not been com- 
promised by vanity or commerce.” In novels of his own like 
The Weekend Man, In the Middle of a Life (winner of the 
Faber Award in Britain), Final Things, Sunset Manor and The 
Age of Longing (finalist for both the Governor General’s 

‘ rard and Giller Prize), Richard Wright has achieved a 
Surity of narrative voice and a compelling storyline that 
avoids the sensationalized action and easy caricatures of 
some best-selling fiction. 


He has often said that he never wanted to become a writer, 





but only to write. His personal fulfillment is in the comple- 

tion of a great story, lived out by believable characters, rather than in the hype and hoopla of pacha Waennccene 
book tours, interviews and signings which follow publication. He does not belong to PEN or the flanked by the president of 
Writers Union of Canada: “I’m just not much of a joiner,” he says. And he admits to being a Brock, Dr. David Atkinson 
hard interview, something he does more out of duty to his publishers.

some desperately modest person, either, because | know what I’ve done.” 

After his Doctoral Award at Brock (he still insists on Mister Wright), some of those who have 
never read his novels will now know what he has done, and may well turn to those novels to 
enjoy for themselves the literary achievements of this gifted storyteller. And perhaps even some 
Ridley students will read a book or two by the man who teaches them to read and to write. “To 


muse. To ponder. To accept the quiet of thought.”

‘24 was the only Ridleian to play on a Grey Cup Championship 
team, other than H.C. Griffith. Since that publication, more 
notable Ridley players have come to light, and through the forensic 
snooping of the late David MacLachlan ‘45, the following informa- 
tion was discovered. 


COACHES: 
H.C. (Harry) Griffith '96, coached the 1909 and 1910 
University of Toronto Seniors, Grey Cup Champion teams. 
1909 was the first year the Grey Cup was awarded. U of T 
26 — Parkdale 6. 1910 U of T 16 — Hamilton Tigers 7. 
Together with many other honours, ‘Reddy! Griffith is a 
member of the Canadian Football Hall of Fame. 


Hamilton (Laddie) Cassels '13, coached the 1920 
University of Toronto Seniors, Grey Cup Championship 
team. U of T 16 — Argos 3. 


‘Laddie’ Cassels was faced with a dilemma in 1920 when the 
Toronto Argonauts, a team he played for, met the University of 
Toronto Seniors, a team he coached. He elected to take the 
Seniors to the Grey Cup and he is recorded in the Football Hall 
of Fame as the winning coach.

Cassels played for the University of Toronto. 


J. Douglas Gray '47, 1951 and 1952 Hamilton Tiger-Cats and in 1954 
the Toronto Argonauts. Prior to the CFL Doug played for the 
University of Western Ontario. 


Timothy H.E. Reid '54, 1962 Hamilton Tiger-Cats. Prior to the CFL 


Tim played for the University of Toronto. 


In 1962 the Hamilton Tiger-Cats met the Winnipeg Blue Bombers for the 
Grey Cup Championship. 1962 was the year of the game that didn't finish 
until 24 and 3/4 hours after the opening kickoff. An undulating fog moving in 
from Lake Ontario eventually became so thick that CFL Commissioner 
Sydney Halter called off play for the rest of the day, with 9 minutes and 29 
seconds remaining on the clock. The score was 28-27 in favour of Winnipeg. 
There were no further points scored on the 2nd day and Winnipeg won the 
championship. Tim Reid played in this historic game.

1967 and 1968 and British Columbia Lions 1969. Prior to the CFL 
Mike played for the University of Toronto.

Ms. Upham herself would vouch for the fun that we 
women had in the dressing rooms, that was an experience 
in itself. Once we had gone through the full dress 
rehearsal, it was time, to finally show off everything that 
we had worked so hard for.

Ridley has changed with the times, and so has the 
Women’s Guild. We now encourage dads, grandparents, 
guardians, and staff to all be part of what is truly now the 
Ridley College ‘Family Guild’. Everyone is welcome. 


The Family Guild hosted a Gala prior to the last Saturday 
night’s performance of the school play "A Man for All 
Seasons", while at the arena, our Sports Hospitality volun- 

eers of mums and dads provided refreshments for the 
yin hockey tournament. Through our committed 
Phone Committee volunteers, every Day Student and 
near-by Boarder parent is contacted 3 times a year with 
information pertaining to Family Guild General Meetings. 
We had a great parent turnout at our recent fall general 
dinner meeting, during which our guests, Jane Lewis 
OR’90 and Erin (Howard) Mitchell OR’90 and current 
prefects Johanna Desantis ‘Ol and Simon Bentley ‘O01 
spoke eloquently about their Ridley experiences. 


Our Jewelry Committee volunteers have been present at 
Parents’ Days and at lunch times to help students and 
families with their school rings and memorabilia purchas- 
es. The Middle School Committee has held a parent 
meeting during which Mr. Bryan Auld outlined the plans 
for the new Alumni Hall.

We look 
forward to the upcoming Cadet Ball, Upper and Middle 
School Prize Days and Graduation events where the Guild 
can show off their decorating talents.

These friendraising activities also generate funds — over 
$71,000 was raised last year which the Guild returned to 
the School via the Wish List. As a result of setting up a 
successful new procedure for reselling Used Textbooks, the 
Guild was able to contribute $20,000 to a new Scholarship 
Endowment Fund for academic merit. Funds were also 
contributed to the existing RCFG Bursary Fund. Other 
purchases made with Wish List grants were a security sys- 
tem for the Matthews Library, books for the McLaughlin 
Resource Centre, a Design and Technology tool storage, a 
dehumidifier for the school tuck shop, riding helmets, a 
global positioning system, furniture for the prefect room 
and speakers on both leadership skills and health issues. 


In Mr. Griffith’s letter dated January 1924 to the RCWG 
he states that his reason for asking for the formation of the 
Guild was "not a material one. It is rather to keep the 
mothers of our boys and Old Boys and the wives of our 
Old Boys in closer touch with the working of the School; 
to enlist their sympathy in our work, to help us by con- 
structive criticism which is always welcome; in short to 
make Ridley a greater power for good in the country." 
Today’s Family Guild is a busy group, which continues to 
encourage and promote fellowship and the service of its 
members to the School. We are proud to be a part of the 
Ridley Family.

He 
was an honorary member of The Hamilton Thistle Club, member of The Jesters Club, 
Ancaster Tennis Club and St. John’s Anglican Church. 


This humble, kind, caring and dignified gentleman will be fondly remembered and missed by 
all those who had the good fortune to have met him. Jack leaves behind his beloved partner 
Dorothy and devoted son Christopher ‘60 to whom the entire Ridley family extends heartfelt
